The Select Committee on Assassinations' Ballistics 
Panel has examined the curbstone and has found that they will 
be unable to scrape a sufficient quantity of lead residue 
without contaminating the sample with pieces of concrete. In 
order that the issue may be finally and definitively resolved, 
we would like to have the whole curbstone taken to Dr. Guinn's 
laboratory along with the other evidence.
